SOMETHING TO EAT. 

We have been Instructed in several 
languages this year to use 
nnd Bavi 
flour, which we or* 
oil willing to do; 
here's hoping we 
do not run out of 
MMBl 

Corncake. — Sift 
together one cup- 
ful of flour, three- 
fourths of a cupful 
of cornraeal, one third of a cupful of 
sugar, four teaspoonfula of baking 
powder and • hnlf-teuspoonful of salt. 
Beat one egg and one egg yolk ; udd 
three-fourths of a cupful of milk and 
stir Into the dry Ingredients with 
three tablespoonfuls of melted butter. 

Pumpkin PI* (New). — IM two 
eggs, add two ctipfuls of st ruined 
pumpkin, one-fourth of a cupful of 
orange marmalade, chopped flue, a 
little salt, n cupful of cream and a 
cupful of milk ; mix and bnke In a 
large pie plate lined with crust. Bake 
one hour. 

Deviled RabbiL— Melt half a table- 
spoonful of butter In a chafing dish 
or a double boiler ; add half a pound 
of common cheese cut thin and stir 
constantly until It la melted ; add one- 
fourth of a tcuspoonful of salt, half a 
teaspoonful of paprika, one table- 
spoonful of plcalll or mixed mustard 
pickle finely chopped, one teaspoonful 




Tango Salad.— Peel and halve and 
ripe, Juicy peara, and If desired, 
the halves In thin allce* without 
quite through. Rub them with 
the cut aide of a lemon. Bet a ball of 
cream cheese or a few cube* of Roque-
